.Altogether the son-* and iluiighlerM of the great 
Weibeik sire won sevi'iiteen of the elassie races, h" 
lieadisl tlie list of winning sires for six .vears in 
siieeesslon. and one can almost write that there has 
been no son of Ids who. given aii.vthiiig like a fair 
opiMirtiinit.v, did not make a success ns a sire in any 
pari of the world. — •■.-\iigiir." in Sixirtiiig Life.
